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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


During 1975 the State Bridge Inspectors closed two bridges in Warner. 
The so-called “Rattly Bridge” in the Roby Section and the Melvin Mills 
Bridge, both span the Warner River. The 368th Army Engineer Battalion 
installed a temporary Bailey Bridge in the Melvin Area within two months 
of its sudden closing. This Bailey Bridge is being rented from the State of 
New Hampshire for $1600 from October 1975 to October 1976. Rental 
period allowed is only three years. The Selectmen have recommended to 
the Budget Committee that a capital reserve fund of $10,000 be established 
this year and added to each year until completion of the bridge is realized. 
We have approached this same engineering battalion to design and re- 
construct the bridge in Roby as well as to investigate the utilization of the 
steel in the “Old Ela Bridge” and, if possible, moving it to a new bridge 
site .. . possibly Melvin Mills. It is felt that we will be saving the taxpayers 
money in the long run by implementing these plans. 


At the suggestion of the State Department of Revenue the Selectmen 
have recommended the town to be re-evaluated in 1976. 


Our tax map was completed this year and has already proved to be a great 
asset. It has been used quite frequently by people who either own property 
in Warner or are interested in becoming future residents. 


Since the Townspeople took no action at the 1975 Town Meeting regard- 
ing the “back road problem,” the Selectmen, at their first meeting following 
Town Meeting, listed all roads recommended for closing as Class VI High- 
ways. We have since had to appear before the County Commissioners 
regarding one road and the Board’s ruling ‘not to maintain” was upheld by 
them. The owners of property on this road will, we have been informed, 
be requesting the Town to upgrade to Class V, repair and maintain the 
road through an article in the Warrant. 


This has been an enjoyable and fruitful year for the town and will be 
looked back upon by the Chairman with fond memories.

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TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS REPORT 


Trustees have custody of 317 permanent trust funds with aggregate cost 
value of $125,312.45, market value of $128,167.69 and unexpended in- 
come, including accumulations of prior years, amounting to $12,740.73. In 
accordance with instructions pertaining to each trust, the sum of $8,918.29 
was expanded during the year 1975 with the Town of Warner, Kearsarge 
Regional School District, Pillsbury Free Library, United Church of Warner, 
Almoners of Foster Fund, Pine Grove Cemetery Association, Inc., and care 
of various cemetery lots participating in the distribution. 


Also the Trustees of Trust Funds have custody of a temporary fund with 
balance of $3,506.34 in connection with the new cemetery at Waterloo and 
an income balance of $519.48 representing a capital reserve account for 
the Warner Village Fire Precinct.

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We will sure miss seeing George Guimond racing to the firehouse on 
foot to answer a call in the middle of the night with one shoe on and one 
shoe off. Fond memories of working with these men under difficult condi- 
tions and the good times we had over the years will be remembered for- 
ever by those of us who served with them. Our thanks to them as we were 
their students. 

Many hours were spent training as we have many newer members and 
it has really paid off. We feel that we have one of the best trained Depart- 
ments for a town our size or larger, even though it’s one of the youngest in 
average age of membership.

We now have 30 members which extends our coverage, especially during 
daytime hours on working days. 


Also the Department elected Rev. Christopher Emerson as Chaplain in 
March and appointed William Proper as Technical Engineer, to assist us in 
fire engineering decisions and training. Both Chris and Bill have been a 
great asset to the Department during the year. 

Projects completed include building a communications room inside the 
firehouse, completing the exterior finish and installing a door on the rear 
of the station to give us access to the attic and to conserve on heat and, 
installing overhead piping to fill the water tanks on the fire trucks easier. 
Members spent many hours on these projects and all materials were either 
donated by members or purchased by earned Department funds. 


Progress is being made on the Tank Truck we are building. A used 
truck chasis was donated by Mr. David Wachsmuth of Warner Fuel Co. to 
go with the tank he donated last spring. We sponsored a dance and a 
raffle for this project and received donations from the Ladies Auxiliary, 
the Horace S. Martin Memorial Fund and other individuals. We hope to 
have this unit operational in the spring. We also held our Annual Turkey 
Raffle jointly with the Fish & Game Club in November and in August we 
played a Donkeyball game in Bradford vs. the Bradford Fire Dept., of 
course we let the home team win. In May, ten of our members marched as 
a unit, with colors in the Memorial Day Parade along with the Members 
of the Wilkins-Cloues-Bigelow Post No. 39 American Legion and on 
July 4th, 12 members marched in Contoocook as the Hopkinton Fire 
Dept. celebrated Independence Day.

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DISTRICT CHIEF FIRE WARDEN REPORT 


Upon the recommendation of town selectmen and city councils, the 
Division of Forests and Lands appoints a forest fire warden and several 
deputy forest fire wardens in each town and city every three years. The 
town or city warden is responsible for maintaining a force of men and 
adequate equipment to suppress any wildfire that occurs in his town or city 
during his term of appointment. The fire warden must authorize all open 
burning when the ground is not covered with snow. No open fires can be 
authorized between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m., unless it is raining, without the addi- 
tional permission of the state district fire chief. 


Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the ground is not covered 
with snow must first obtain the written permission of the forest fire warden. 
Camp and cooking fires also require the warden’s permission. 


The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest Fire Service, 
assists all cities and towns in meeting these requirements by training the 
warden and deputy forces in wildfire suppression tactics, making hand tool 
suppression equipment available at fifty percent of cost, supplying pieces 
of Federal excess property for use as fire attack vehicles and sharing up to 
fifty percent of the cost of wildfire suppression costs. 


Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town program. Smokey 
Bear is available from the Forest Fire Service for local fire prevention 
programs. Posters and Junior Ranger kits are availabie for distribution by 
local fire departments upon request to the Forest Fire Service. Each forest 
fire warden is expected to carry on a continuous wildfire prevention 
program within his town or city.

Nurse’s Report — December 31, 1975 


Community health nursing is more than nursing in a setting other than 
the hospital. It is a unique blend of nursing and medical services woven 
together to best serve the people in their usual environments of home, 
school and work. The agency staff has been reorganized and increased to 
include 1 full-time RN, 3 part-time RNs, 1 physical therapist, 1 occupa- 
tional therapist, 1 speech therapist, and 2 homemaker-home health aides. 
Expanded services include use of food bank and emergency fund, increased 
TB testing and follow-up, and the homemaker-home health aide program. 


Town served: Andover, Bradford, Danbury, New London, Springfield, 
Sutton, Warner, and Wilmot. 


Services provided: Skilled nursing care, physical therapy, occupational 
therapy, and speech therapy. Homemaker-home health aides (designed to 
meet the needs of the elderly population. Assists with personal care, meal 
planning, light housework, etc., under supervision of R.N.). 


Referrals: Received from various sources: patient, family, friend, hos- 
pital, physician, welfare, police, churches and other organizations. Anyone 
call make a referral. All referrals are welcomed and highly confidential. 


Fee: These services are provided regardless of ability to pay. The Kear- 
sarge Visiting Nurse Association is supported through town appropriations, 
fees collected, Medicare, insurances and contributions. 


Statistics: Total visits, 1032; total mileage, 11,904; visits to your town, 
204. 


Your town resident population on June 30, 1975 was 1,825 and assessed 
at $1.25 per capita was $2,281.25. : 


Skilled nursing care visits, 498 (includes care of catheters, colostomies, 
dressings, blood pressure check, injections, etc.). Therapy visits, 62. 


Nursing intervention and prevention visits, 375 (includes preventive 
testing, health guidance and support, counseling, teaching). No charge to 
patient. 


Future goals: 1. To increase patient visits per town; 2. To offer immuniza- 
tion clinics every 2 months; 3. To grow in the area of maternal-child health 
through well-child conferences and parental classes; 4. To develop mental 
health follow-up care; 5. To further coordination between school nurse and 
Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association. 


We thank you for your support through appropriations, contributions 
and also the donations of food, clothing and medical equipment. 


People are the purpose for which community health nursing exists. It is 
only through your action as patients, health workers, taxpayers, legislators, 
family members, and citizens that we can continue to provide high quality 
professional services.

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WARNER AMERICAN REVOLUTION BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


In reporting the activities of the Warner American Revolution Bicenten- 
nial Committee there are a number of interesting developments to be given. 

We believe our most important contribution to the Town so far has been 
the reprinting of the Harriman History of Warner, which was published 
nearly 100 years ago. The original copies—now being sold at a great 
premium —are almost unobtainable. The reprint can be bought at a very 
reasonable price with the added features which the original history did not 
have such as an index, a number of old Warner pictures, and an interesting 
map showing the location of the old homes and their owners of about 100 
years ago. We were saddened by the death of Emil W. Allen, Jr. who wrote 
the Foreword to the revised history but unfortunately did not live to see 
the finished work. Books may be obtained from the Kearsarge Insurance 
Agency, Mrs. Janet Moulton, or from me. Copies have gone to California 
and a number of other states. We hope that the Warner people who have 
not already bought copies will avail themselves of the opportunity to pur- 
chase copies for their children and grandchildren (which a number already 
have). We have been able to return to the Town $1,500 which was half 
the amount they advanced to us so that the book could be printed, and we 
are most desirous of paying the balance before the end of 1976. We cannot 
repay this except by the sale of the histories which are our main source of 
revenue. 


The Warner Commemorative Medals which were specially struck in 
commemoration of the Revolution have sold well, and there are still a few 
left of the 600 which were made. There are a few other items which the 
committee voted to obtain which have not sold as well. 


I trust that you may remember the float which was in the Fall Foliage 
Festival Parade. We were very happy to receive the first prize of $50. Much 
time and effort was expended in this particular endeavor. We were most 
fortunate to have Mrs. Avis Nichols head this project with the able help 
of Philip Gervais and others, some of whom were not on the A.R.B.C. but 
gladly offered their services. It is hoped that we may be able to present 
another episode of our fight for freedom this year along with other activities. 


I would especially like to mention the efforts of Mrs. Janet Moulton who 
has spent untold hours on the various projects. 


Several members of the committee participated in the Henniker Ameri- 
can Revolution celebration at which time an “offspring” of the old “Bound 
Tree” was planted. ;

The Planning Board met regularly on the first Monday of each month 
throughout 1975. Because a special town meeting had been scheduled for 
other reasons in September, the Board deemed it wise to conduct hearings 
on an amendment to the zoning ordinance in August and September. The 
proposed amendment was approved by the voters at the town meeting and 
our ordinance now permits the construction of private hospitals, sanitariums 
and nursing homes in the commercial C-1 district as well-as in the residen- 
tial R-2 district. 


No requests were received for sub-divisions involving more than four 
lots during the year but a total of eleven minor sub-divisions involving the 
creation of less than four lots were reviewed and approved by the board.

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PILLSBURY FREE LIBRARY 


Despite financial problems during the past year the Pillsbury Free 
Library circulated 12,035 books, 977 magazines, and 419 records. Only 
230 new books were purchased; less than half of last year’s number. 

The trustees were forced to spend a portion of last year’s book money 
to repair a leak in the roof. In addition, the archway needs repair; we hope 
we will have the money in 1976. 

During the year exhibits at the library included books on travel and 
crafts. A display of New Hampshire books and books concerning the 
American Revolution was also held. A bibliography of New Hampshire 
and the Revoiution was printed and is available at the library. 

Film programs were held for the nursery, kindergarten, head start, and 
elementary grades. The library held a successful sale of discarded books. 

The trustees have begun work on making the downstairs room suitable 
for a children’s room. With funds coming in 1976 from the Fall Foliage 
Festival, materials and books will be available for the project. 

The trustees thank everyone who contributed time and money to the 
library during 1975. With increasing costs it is necessary for the library to 
raise additional monies in order to provide the same service to the com- 
munity as it has in previous years.

REGIONAL PLANNIING COMMISSION 


At the end of 1975 and five years of operation the Central New Hamp- 
shire Regional Planning Commission had become involved in numerous 
studies of both local as well as a regional nature. 


On the regional side, the Commission is currently involved in studies 
related to historic preservation, land use, housing and inventorying the com- 
munity facilities that exist within the region. Of a general nature the 
Commission completed studies in the areas of conservation, solid waste 
management, resources inventories. Every member community received the 
following reports: Conservation Case Studies, Municipal Fiscal Manage- 
ment, A Guide for Evaluating Development Proposals. The latter was 
presented to members of the Planning Boards of all member communities 
along with two sets of N.H. RSA’s relating to planning.

1975 was a very busy year for the Commissioners. Repairs were made to 
the dam at Silver Lake and the upper reservoir was cleaned out. 


In August, construction of the sewerage disposal plant was started and 
as of the writing of this report the plant is about 40 percent completed. 
S. G. Phillips Corporation of Williston, Vt. are the contractors on the job 
and to date, have been most cooperative. 


Mrs. Barbara Annis, Clerk-Treasurer resigned in June and was replaced 
by Mr. William Jewell. Mr. Jewell resigned in December and was replaced 
by Mr. Robert Cutting. 


During the winter months a representative of our Engineers (Anderson & 
Nichols) will be calling on some of the residents of the precinct to advise 
you of the fact that you will need a new sewer connection from your house 
to the new sewer mains. 


The Precinct will pay for laying pipe and landscaping up to the founda- 
tion of the house. The property owner will have to pay for connecting up 
to his sewer inside the cellar. 


The Fire Department has also had a busy year. The men have been 
working on building a tank truck for the Town at no cost to the taxpayers. 
They have also made many improvements to the Fire Station. All done on 
a volunteer basis. The Chief and the men on the department are to be 
commended for their dedication to duty.

1975-1976 
SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


After three years of high water we were finally able to draw the water 
low enough in the Silver Lake Reservoir to complete our inspections and 
make the necesary repairs to the dam. 


Both faces of the spillway were sand blasted to expose cracks and holes. 
After these were filled with a special adhesive both faces of the spillway 
were covered with a wire mesh that was set two (2) inches away from the 
cement. Once the mesh was in place gunite was sprayed over the complete 
spillway and the abutting walls to a minimum depth of six (6) inches. 


The upper and lower water intake screens and boxes were cleaned and 
rebuilt while the reservoir was low also. 


In answer to the many complaints about muddy water last spring, this 
was caused mostly by the water intake screens and boxes. During the spring 
water run-offs a lot of leaves and mud are also washed into the reservoir. 
This builds up after a few years and when it does it covers the intake boxes. 
These boxes are under about 6 to 7 feet of water when the reservoir is full 
so there is no way anyone can see them. We removed between 1,000 and 
1,500 yards of leaves from the upper reservoir during August and Septem- 
ber, 1975 so we should not have any problem with them for many years 
now. 


The main flood gate at the lower reservoir was completely rebuilt and 
is Operating now after being broken for a few years, and no way to get at 
it to make repairs. A special thanks should go to Arthur (Bud) Sweet, 
and Hosmer Machine Company for their speedy help in making the new 
shaft for the gate. 


The gate house at the reservoir was repaired and repainted this year. 


I started painting all the fire hydrants last year and finished them up this 
year. 


The complaints on the noisy sewer manhole covers has been taken care 
of. I have installed graphite liners under the covers so that when traffic 
crosses them they will not rattle. 


This past year there were quite a few water meters frozen and broken 
that had to be repaired. I would like to remind everyone that these meters 
are in your homes and should be protected against freezing. These repairs 
mean more tax dollars in my budget for spare parts that are really not 
necessary to have in stock. 


I would like to thank everyone for their cooperation during the shortage 
of water while repairs were being made at the reservoir. With your help 
we were still able to maintain water for household use and for fire 
protection.

ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Five Thousand Dollars to be placed in a Capital Reserve Fund 
for establishment, operation and maintenance of a Local Refuse Dis- 
posal and authorize the Board of Selectmen to withdraw the same 
plus any interest incurred. 

Voted Favorably — voice vote with these amendments 

1. To authorize the Selectmen to appoint a local Dump Study Com- 
mittee to report a comprehensive dump plan to be considered at a 
Special Town Meeting not later than September 30, 1975 and 
further to pass over Articles 3 and 4 to be reconsidered at this 
same special town meeting. 

2. and to make available to said committees a sum not to exceed 
$5,000.00 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to negotiate a contract with the City of Concord for use of 
its sanitary landfill facilities for a period of 3 years beginning July 1, 
1975 at an assessment not to exceed $2.16 per capita for the first 
year and to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,728.16 for such 
purposes.

ARTICLE 1. Resolved: That the Town of Warner vote to accept a Com- 
munity Development Block Grant from the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development in the sum of $175,000.00 for pur- 
chase and renovation of the former Graded School, so-called, and the 
lease thereof to the Community ction Program Belknap-Merrimack 
Counties, Inc. as a neighborhood community action center in accord- 
ance with the terms of the application for said Block Grant.
